But the Governor Defends His 
Regime by Say ing That the 
“Government Is Function­ 
ing in State” 


Indianapolis, Feb. 17 —Gover­ 
nor Paul V. McNutt has at last 
admitted that the total property 
tax bill in Indiana in the 
first 
y ear of his adminisration has 
gone up more than a half million 
dollars. 
However, in his admission, he 
made no reference to the fact 
that in the same period th at a 
half dozen new taxes, including 
the gross income and sales tax, 
had been levied which will lift 
another $18,500.000 from the tax­ 
pay ers’ pockets in 19 34. 
“In answer to critics that the 
property tax burden in Indiana 
will be $607,000 higher in 
19 34 
than 19 33, let us consider the 
facts,” said the man who prom­ 
ised to lower taxes by “broaden­ 
ing the tax base.” 
“Government is functioning in 
Indiana," the governor observed. 
“Schools in this state are open. 
Teachers are paid. Budgets are 
balanced and present revenues 
are sufficient to meet current 
expenses. Local and state gov­ 
ernments see their way clear." 
Few will tjeny the governor’s 
statements except in part. “Gov­ 
ernm ent has been functioning in 
Indiana" since before he was 
born, while the schools were open 
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Mrs. Demarchus Brown of In­ 
dianapolis told of the “Romance 
of the Panama Canal” in an in­ 
teresting address Friday evening 
at the Masonic Temple, at the 
Ladies’ Night entertainm ent of 
the Rushville Rotary Club.

She described the journey by sea 
from New York to the eastern 
end of the Panama canal with 
brief reference to Havana. She 
told of the dreams that many 
men had of a waterway between 
the two oceans; how Columbus 
was seeking a waterway to India; 
how Balboa finally learned of the 
existence of a great sea that lay 
a few day s’ journey away, and a 
great country full of gold. Bal­ 
boa and his few followers went 
on to the great sea, took pos­ 
session of it in the name of the 
king of Spain, and thus inflicted 
Spanish rule on the 
lands of Peru and Central Amer- 
% 
ica. 
Mrs. Brown described the great 
sy stem established by Spain to 
get the gold of the Incas into the 
Spanish king’s hands; the start 
with walled towns on the Carib­ 
bean sea, the great highway 
across the isthmus to the City of 
Panama on the Pacific and the 
ships and caravans that trans­ 
ferred the gold. She described 
the activities of the pirates of 
the Spanish main, and the de­ 
struction of the City of Panama 
by Morgan. 
“From the day s of Cham­ 
plain’s discovery ,” she said, ‘‘the 
French 
dreamed 
of 
a 
canal 
across the narrow isthmus only 
50 miles wide, and finally in 
1876 the French engineer de Les- 
seps, after his success in digging 
the Suez canal, began the task 
of making the Panama canal.
